caufe the Germans would not ftay, as at 
the Siege of Oudenard ; or becaufe the ’Spa- 
niards were not ready, as at the Siege of 
Mons ; or becaufe the Ammunition was not 
furnifh’d, as at Charleroys or that the 
Dutch would not venture their Army, 2s 
at Sreenkirk and Namure, and the like.

If Diffentions arefo Fatal to gre Cén- 
du@t dF Princes, ‘then “tis ad*plain, they 
who endeavour totic up Divikbns, and 
who fow Seeds of Jetloulv'ahd Diftruft a- 
mong Netions, Confederated for their 
Common Defence, ftrike diredtly at the 
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Root of their Zeneral Safety, and are the 
known Enemies of both. — 

- Thefe have been Efteem’d ‘in’all Ages 
as a fort of Men who deferve a Treatment 
different from the common fort ofEnemies; 
thefe are Les Enfans Perdue, the forlorn 
hope of the Devil, aud are generally Sa- 
crificed on both fides without Mercy. 

A Soldier fights us faily in che Fisid, 
and ought to be Treated like a Man of 
Honour < If I bave him at an Advantage, 
I give him his Life; not knowing buc it 
may be my Fate another time to fall into 
the hands of my Enemy. 

But fuch Men.as thef¢, who by S:rata- 
gem and Artifices, endeavour to Embar- 
ga(s Friends, and tet us a cutting one ano- 
thers Throats ; Pra&tice a Clandeftine War, 
diveft themfelves of their Hononr, and in 
all Nations are Treated accordingly.
